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This is a decision on the renewed petition filed October 16, 2006, under 37 CFR 
1.137(b) to revive the above-Identified application. This petition is properly treated as a 
petition under 37 CFR 1.181. 

This application became abandoned for failure to timely submit the issue and 
publication fees, as required by the Notice of Allowance and Fee (s) Due and submit 
corrected drawings, as required by the Notice of Allowability both of which were mailed 
March 20, 2006. The Notice of Allowance and Fee (s) Due and the Notice of Allowability 
set a three (3) month statutory period for reply. Extensions of time were not available 
under the provisions of 37 CFR 1.136(a). A supplemental Notice of Allowability was 
mailed on June 16, 2006. Accordingly, this application became abandoned on June 21, 
2006. A Notice of Abandonment was mailed on August 28, 2006. A petition under 37 
CFR 1.137(b) was dismissed on September 22, 2006. 

A review of the record shows that an examiner interview summary issued on October 
16, 2006 states the requirement for corrected drawings made in the Supplemental 
Notice of Allowability was the result of Office error. Corrected drawings were timely 
submitted on March 24, 2006. 
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In light of the examiner interview summary dated October 16, 2006, the holding of 
abandonment is vacated . 

The petition filed under 37 CFR 1 .137(b) is dismissed as moot .
